WASHINGTON (UP) — Presi- 


dVfljjt Eisenhower says an H-bomb 
war with Russia is unlikely be- 
cause the Kremlin never would 
challenge America' 
atomic might 


except in a "fit of madness or 
through miscalculations." 


In an informal but solemn radio- 


TV talk last night Mr. Eisenhow- 
er said Americans are beset by 
five basic fears — Russia, 
the 


atomic age, loss of Allies, Com- 
munist penetration nt home, 
the 


chwicc of a depression. 


He declared that all of these — 


even their "dramatic symbol," the 
H-bomb — have been exaggerat- 
ed. Ho urged faith in America's 
strength and greatness, and 
end 


to. "hysteria." 


Mr. Eisenhower said there 
are 


"sobering" reasons why Moscow is 
unlikely to launch a hydrogen war 
— the example of other aggres- 
sors who failed the weakness of 
thjje 
satellite system, economic 


flaws, and above nil U. S. posses- 
sion of the H-bomb and U. S. de- 
termination to retaliate if attacked. 


Neverthe less he said 
insanity 


still exists" in the world and the 
United States must plan 
"very 


coldly and very carefully" for the 
possibility — however remote — 
that the Russians might plunge the 
world into an incredibly destruc- 
tive atomic war. 


^[.enate Republican Leader Wil- 


liam F. Knowland said it was "one 
of the great speeches" of the Pres- 
ident's career. Other Republicans 
were qually enthusiastic but 
at 


least on Democratic leader called 
it "disppointing." 


As a television performance ob- 


servers agreed it was extremely 
effective the best Mr. Eisenhower 
has done yet. He leaned casually 
against a desk in the White^Hqusc 
S&jpdcast room, he spoke calmly 
ffhifl easily, although he only had 
notes on reminder cards 'to "guide 
him, 
and his earnestness carried 


across the screens. 


"I don't mean to say and no one 


can say to you that there are no 
dangers," he declared, punctuat- 
ing his point with a thrust of his 
hand, "but we do not have to be 
hysterical. We can be vivilant, we 
can be Americans. We can stand 
im and hold up our heads. . ." 
CThc danger of communism at 
home he said has been "greatly 
exaggerated." He advised the pub- 
lic to put its trust in the "great 
bulwark" of the FBI which is do- 
ing a "magnificent job." 


Instead of dwelling on the 3,700,- 


000 unemployed, he said the na- 
tion should think about the 60,- 
000,000 employed — "very near an 
all-time high." Unemployment —a 
symptom 
of the 
ransition 
from 


V^lf to peace — "happily shows 
signs now of leveling* off." he said. 


The 
massive 
hydrogen bomb 


tests in the Pacific have led 
to 


world-wide concern about 
the 


chances of an atomic war. But Mr. 
Eisenhower warned against, "hys- 
terial thinking," "the jitters or 
any kind of panic." 


He said tho "men in the Krem- 


lin." are well aware of the "sober- 
ing" effect that w ould flowfrom 
8^9 h a conflict. And of all of these, 
he'added, "none is greater than 
the retaliation that would certain- 
ly be visited upon them if they 
were to attack any of our nation 
or 'any part of our vital interests 
aggressively and in order to con- 
quer." 


The two main things to remem- 


ber about the H-bpmb, he said, 
are: 


1. "With respect to that bomb, 


we are not going to start a war. 
$fs no t going to be used by our 
initiative." 


2. "The H-bomb is a threat to 


us only if a poential aggressor, 
who also has the secret of the H- 
bomb, determines to use it against 
us. 
Against 
that, we have 'to 


make our provisions, to make cer- 
tain that sensible men have done 
every possible thing they can to 
protect themselves. . ,"

Du Pont Family 
Dean Dies at 
Age of 84 


WILMINGTON, Del. Iff)—Pierre 


Samuel du Pont, dean of the famed 
chemical family and a major fig- 
ure in the development of two of 
the world's largest industries, died 
last night. He was 84. 


Du Pont, who took an acjive part 


in the Du Pont empire even after 
his announced retirement in 1940, 
was stricken with a severe abdom- 
inal pain shortly after dinner at 
Longwood, his estate at nearby 
Kennett Square, Pa. 


Rushed to the Wilmington Me- 


morial, Hospital, Du Pont died of 
what physicians described as an 
aortic aneurysm. (rupture of 
a 


main blood vessel). 


A younger brother, Irenee, and 


his sister, Mrs. R. R. M./Carpen- 
ter, were at his bedside They; 
Du Pont's only immediate survi- 
vors. 
- 


Du Pont, who shunned publicity 


and seldom made public appear- 
ances, was a former president', and 
board Chairman of^E,*.ji. d^Pe 
de' Nemours 'Ji Col we^also served 
as president of General Motors 
Corp. for three years. 


Pierre was the great 
great 


grandson and namesake of a po- 
litical refugee who fled to Amei- 
ica from France in 1799. His fa- 
ther, Lammot du Pont, was a noted 
inventor and authority on explo- 
sives who founded one of the na- 
tion's first dynamite plants, the Re- 
pauno Ohimical Co hear Gibbstown 
N. J. He was killed by an explo- 
sion of nitroglycerin when Pierre 
was 14. Pierre then took over the 
leadership of the family as the 
eldest of 11 children. 


A noted philanthropist who once 


built an $800,000 hospital in mem- 
ory, of his chauffeur, Du Pont was 
a graduate of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. 
Shortly 


after his graduation in 1890 he col- 
laborated with a cousin in develop- 
ing the first successful Du Pont 
smokeless powder. 


As the century-old powder com- 


pany was about to pass into out- 
side hands in 1902, Pierre du Pont 
and two cousins purchased 
the 


firm and organized the 
present 


corporation. 


Under Pierre du Pont the com- 


pany expanded from powder into 
a varied field of chemical prod- 
ucts. It developed nylon, which 
revolutionized 
women's 
hosiery, 


cellophane and some 1,000 other 
products. Du Pont's sales exceed- 
ed a billion dollars a year. 


Du Pont lived alone with serv- 


ants at his Longwood estate after 
the death of his wife, the former 
Alice Belin of Scranton, Pa., -in 
1944, They had no children. 
. Funeral arrangements have not 
been announced.
